women and boys, and the great demand for this sort of help has made it 
scarce. It is from this scarcity that the rubber mills has suffered. 


If this city or its civic bodies or the citizens in general can do any­ 


thing to relieve the rubber mills by affording them 
sufficient 
help, 
it 


should be done. 
A causeway connecting the eastern suburban residence 


portion of the South side with a street adjacent to the factory has been 


suggested, and although the rubber mills management has flown into *

temper on the part of the management. 
It looks like a case of deigning 


and premediated poverty on the part of men who, if they stopped to think, 


would conclude they cannot afford to have it said that they voted their 


controlling stock to take a factory away from the city in which they have 


amassed fortunes because the citizens declined to bonus them to keep it 


here.
